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Waterworks Scheme Deferred 


Parks and Sidewalks to be Gone on With 
Public Meeting Ratepayers Tuesday 


At about quarter past eight only it was propable that they would 


a small knot of Councillors and one 
or two ratepayers were gathered a- 
round the entrance to the lown 
Hall, and some of them were be- 
wailing the lethargy of the rate- 
payers in attending meetings when 
public matters were under discuss- 
ion. However, it turned out to be 
only another illustration of the cus- 
tomary habit Strathmore people 
have of turning up about an hour 
later than the hour of commencing 
is advertised, and about nine o'clock 
there were between thirty and forty 
ratepayers present. 
WHAT THE MAYOR THOUGHT 
Mayor Lambert, in opening, said 
that this meeting of ratepayers had 
been called to get the point of view 
ot the ratepayers with regar to the 
proposed water scheme, and to give 
them the figures in connection with 
it. He had hoped to have seen a 
larger turnout but the present atten- 
dance could be taken as representa- 
tive. If those present were in tav- 
or of the water scheme the Council 
would have a bylaw prepared and 
put it before a vote of the ratepay- 
ers, if they did not the matter 
would be dropped for the present. 
For himselt he was in favor of the 
water scheme, but wanted to get 
the figures before the ratepayers. 
Some time before a report had been 
presented by the Galt Engineering 
Co. at the request of she town, 
showing levels of the town, and 
three alternative schemes of supply- 
ing water tothetown, The scheme 
the Council was in favor of was es- 
timated to cost $36,000. This 
money would have to be raised by 
debentures over a period of twenty 
years, which with the interest would 
amount to $3000 per year. This 
would megan a rate of 15 mills. 
Other taxes the ratepayers would 
have to pay, exclusive of any pro- 


have natural gas in the town, and 
he did see the idea of spending mon- 
ey on an expensive steam plant 
now. For these reasons, if for no 
others, he thought they should 
hold the whole scheme over for a 
time. 

A ‘‘NONSENSICAL” REPORT 

Mr. G. T. Berry followed, and 
made some rather caustic remarks 
on Councillor McCulloch's report, 
which he characterised as a very 
poor one. It showed nothing 
whatever for revenue, and the op- 
erating expenses were away too 
high. Pincher Creek where he 
came from to Strathmore, was a 
town of 1500 population. They had 
a good system of waterworks, and 
the whole system was run by one 
engineer and a laborer. Councillor 
McCulloch, instead of taking his 
information from Calgary water 
system twenty years ago, should 
have taken it from some of the 
towns operating water systems at 
the present time. 

GLEICHEN'S EXPERIENCE 

Councillor Clemens said that until 
he went to Gleichen during the pre- 
vious week he had been in favor of 
the water scheme but after Glei- 
chen’s experience he thought that 
Strathmore should have nothing to 
do with the present scheme.  Glei- 
chen got an estimate from the same 
company that had supplied Strath- 
more with theirs of $31,000 as the 
cost of a water scheme. They had 
really spent $5,000 more than that 
amount, and now they wanted 
$20,000 more. They had a plant 
and well put in, but they said the 
well could be pumped dry in ten 
minutes. Their revenue could not 
begin io cover their expenses, and 
they could not get) enough morey 
to finish the scheme properly.

| Famous Old Masterpiece Is Known) 
| as “the Miracle Painting.” } 

Combining the value cf a rare old, 
picture with the virtue of a sacred 
relic, what is known as “The Mir-| 


acle Painting” hangs in the Basilica; 
at the Shrine of Ste. Anne de Beau-| 
oa) This masterpiece was painted 

y Charles Le Brun for the Marquis 
de Tracey in the year .615, and its 
| recent restoration revives an interest- 
ing history of the votive offering to 
“La Bonne Ste. Afne.” 

The Marquis de Tracey was a spe- 
cial ambassador to New France sent 
out by Louis XV., and his mission 
was both pclitical and for the pur-| 

e of obtaining accurate informa- 
jon as to the various intrigues thet 
were disrupting the colony. He is 
said to have also made a voyage of 
discovery to Hudson Bay. During 
his stay at Quebec he desir-d to be 
cured of some long-endured malady, 
and with his countess made a devout 
pilgrimage to the famous shrine, | 
which even in those remote dsys waa 
deemed a place of wondrous miracles. 
80 profound was his gratitude for 
benefits derived from this devotion, | 
he forthwith announced his intention | 
of donating an altar-piece to the 
shrine, a form of bequest much in 
favor at that time. | 

Charles Le Brun, the noted French 
artist, was at the zenith of bia suc 
cessful career as a painter of histor-| 
ical portraits and religious subjects. 
To him the marquis entrusted the! 
commission for the altarpiece, specify. 
ing with much exactituds the com- 
position of the painting. The central 
figures cf Ste. Anne instructing the 
Blessed Virgin were to be copied from 
Ruben’s original work, which is now 
in the Antwerp Gallery. The figure 
of Joseph was to be omitted. The por. 
traits of the Count and Countess de! 
Tracey were to be placed on either 
side, in attitudes of devotion, and de- 
picted as pilgrims. The Eterna! Fath. 
er and angels and the dove descend-, 
ing were to be seen hovering above, 
and the coat of arms of the Tracey 
family was to be placed in the centre 
of the picture below. Le Brun has | 
worked out this composition with | 
wonderful fidelity, and now that the 
accumulated dirt of centuries has 
been removed, the details of the pic- 
ture may be plainly seen. The paint- 
ing was ordered in 1615, arriving at) 
Bte. Anne the following year, and has 
since remained there as the altarpiece 
of the vestry. 

The work of restoration has re- 
cently been completed by Mr. J. Pur- 
ves Carter, art curator of Laval Uni- 
versity, under instructions from the 
Redemptorist Fathers, who have! 
charge of the many interesting sac- | 
red relics preserved at the shrine. 


Advice to Municipalities, . 
Frank advice to Canadian munici- 
alitiea desiring to borrow in London 
s tendered by The Financial Times, 

in referring to the postponement of 
loans by the cities of Montreal, Ot- 
tawa and Toronto, The failure of the 
recent Vancouver issue to obtain 
public support is given as the prin-| 
cipal reason fc: the postponement of | 
thess proposed loans and the cause 
of this fiasco as well as the difficulty 
now being experienced in placing 
Canadian municipal issues is stated 
to lie with the municipalities them- 
selves, the reason being that the 
municipal authovities have a too ex- 
alted idea of their credit and are not 
disposed to listen to the advice con- 


staitly tendered by the financial , 
agents. 

“An-instance of this,” says The 
Financial Tims, is provided by 
Montreal. In the early part of Feb- 
ruary, when Montreal was making 


enquiries about a new loan, the state- | 
ment was made in the Montreal press! 
that the Bank of Montreal, the city's 
financial agents in London, had stated 
that an issue of $5,000,000 of four per 
cent. stock could be made at 99 per 
cent., but the eity authorities would 
not accept such a price, and the sug- 
gestion was made that a better price | 
could be obtained in Paris.

tion of the architectural freak. 

ome little time ago a celebrated 
English architect succeeded in de- 
monstrating that the tower instead 
of being satisfied with its record as 
leaning thing of the 
world—-having been leaning since 
early in the fifteenth century—was 
showing a decided inclination to see 
how much farther it would lean with- 
out failing over. Mistrusting the 
judgment of the tower in this rather 
delicate matter the Pisans engaged a 
commission of scientists to deter 
mine exactly whether the original 
architect had constructed the tower 


ea 


in such @ manner as to make acroba- | 


tic feats possible or whether Its lean- 
ing proclivities had been accidently 
acquired 

Professor Canavari, a noted geolog- 
ist, Professor Pizzetti, geodetist, 
Architects Benieri and Cocini and 
Engineer Gioyanni Cuppari were the 
men appointed to take the matter up 
with the tower. They first sank 
holes in the ground abou 100 feet 


| from the centre of the tower. These 
showed that the tower really rested | 
on sandy ground below which was 


another stratum of lime deposita 
similar to the surface one on which 
the tower was built. Then holes 
Were sunk directly under the tower 
itself, and it was ascertained that 
the tower not only rests on uneven 
soil, but that its great weight has 
caused the area immediately about 
it to sink considerably. This con- 
vinced the investigators that the 
leaning tendency of the huge pile 
was net merely the freak idea of a 
medieval architect, but was due to 
changes in the earth's surface caused 
by the weight of the tower and prob- 
ably by earthquakes. 

Stesp will be taken at once by the 
commission to see that the tower ot 
least continues to retain its inebria- 
ted angle without completely falling 
over and terefore destroying for the 
Pisans thely principal source of re- 
venue which is derived from tourists.

| Reckless Bonusing of Branch Lines— 
| The Questicn Carefully Considered. 


The present railway situation calls 
| for careful consideration. On the one 
(hand the development of Northwest- 
tern Canada demands railway facili- 
| ties, and on the other it is possible 
that railroads may be constructed in 
wrong districts and more important

branch roads have been and are being 
constructed that cannot possibly pay 
{the interest on the first cost, to say 
| nothing of the cost of equipment and 
| operation, Look at the parallel lines 
through the three western provinces. 
In many places there are three lines 
where the whole of the traffic obtain- 
able in the district is only sufficient 
for one. Many of these roads are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they sre not two. 

On examining any good railroad 
map of Western Canada we find that 
| these parallel lines aggregate hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 
|are many thousands of square miles 
of virgin territory entirely without 
the rairoad facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
the continued development of the 
country will be seriously checked. 

The trouble arises from the facility 
with which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the bonusing system. 
|To illustrate: Say half a dozen men 
of ne particular financial standing, 
meet and decide to get a charter for 
a railway. They decide on a scheme 
and osk the government for a char- 
ter. A litle lobbying of parliament or 
‘legislature and they get all they ask 
| for. They then ask for a bonus and 
| get a bond guarantee for $13,000.00 
'a mile. The next step is to organize 
/a construction company among them- 
| selves. The bonds are sold, the cash 
| is to hand, and the contracts for cov- 
| struction of the lines are given to the 
construction company. Maybe John 
Smith is president of the railway 
company, and-the same John Smith 
| is president of the construction com- 
| pany. So John Smith and the direc- 
| tors of the railway company award 
| the contracts to John Smith and 
| directors of the construction company 
{at their own high figures. In short 
they contract with themselves, pay 
themselves out of the proceeds of the 

sale -f the guaranteed bonds, and 
| pocket the profit. 

‘That was the old scheme, but the 
| new cne goes it one better—it is to 
} organize a Branch Lines Company, 
jand get a charter and a bond guaran- 
| tee entirely independent of the trunk 
Pest sompany They can now reap 


| 


all the advantages gained by a con-| 


| struction company, but the trunk line 
{company disowns all responsibility. 
| Should the branch lines fail to make 
| good, the trunk line company can re- 
| fuse to be accountable for its actions, 
{and can leave it to shift for itself. 


| The results may be that the interest | 


| on the bonds of the branch lines com 
| pany is not paid and they will then 
call on the government to pay it. 


Thus the trunk line company will 
| have all the benefit of the traffic they 
| would have got in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
the profits they made on construction, 
and the people will pay the piper. 

Of course this gare could only be 
worked on a railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds It could not be 
manipulated in constructing branch 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
| cost of their construction and opera- 
tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
its own treasury. 

Is it not time to call a halt in this 
bonusing business and the indiscri- 
minate giving of charters to railway 
promoters.
